Mrs. Roosevelt and the Presi- 
dent’s mother, Mrs. James Roose- 
velt, rode with the President in an 
open car on the 30-mile trip from 
Worcester. Mrs. Anna Curtis Dall, 
the President’s daughter and his 
son, James, and Mrs. James Rodse- 
velt, joined the family gathering 
at the graduation. 

Along the course from Worcester, 
citizens were out to wave a greet- 
ing, and in the towns children 
stood in front of their schools wav- 
ing flags. No stops were made. 


The President said on leaving his 
train that hé no fixed plans for 
the day and probably remain 
at the school during the afternoon. 
hoping to watch the crews. 


He will return to his train at 
Worcester to look over late mail 
and spend the night. Tomorrow 
he will return here to participate 
in the fiftieth anniversary of the 
school and probably will speak.

RESIDENTS GET RELIEF 


Lists Increase During May for 
St. Clair County and 
Approach 1933 High. 


The number of families and in- 
dividuals on relief rolls in St. 
Clair county continued to increase 
during May, closely approaching the 
high number set in March, 1933. 
Miss Claudine Rodgers, executive 
secretary of the St. Clair County 
Emergency Relief Commission, said 
yesterday that during May 41,924 
persons from 9314 families were 
receiving Federal aid. This total is 
an increase of 648 families, or 975% 
persons, over the preceding month, 
and represents 30 per cent of the 
county’s population. 

Statistics show that employment 
rose 3 per cent in St. Clair County 
during April, and indications that 
upward trend continued 
throughout May, with a slightly 
smalier increase. The upward trend 
in relief, which would normally de- 
crease with rising employment, is 
to be explained by the fact,. Miss 
Rodgers said, that families who 
have long managed to stay off re- 
lief rolls have reached the end of 
their resources and are now com- 
pelied to seek aid. 

In East St. Louis, relief bulletins 
show, 34 per cent of the population 
is on relief rolis, in Belleville 10 
per cent. One-third of East St. 
Louis school children are from 
families receiving aid. 

Relief allotments to St. Clair 
county for May amounted to $210,- 
000. ‘Average disbusements - per 
family per month was $24. About 
half of tbe relief funds are sup- 
plied by loan grants from the Fed- 
eral Emergency Relief Administra- 
tion, and the other half from a 
$30,000,000 State bond issue to be 
retired out of gasoline taxes .

MAN WHO KILLED POLICEMAN 
IN 1925 HOLDUP SEEKS PAROLE 


Frank Bird, Sentenced for Life, to 
Appear Before Board

-JEFFERSON CITY, June 1— 
Frank Bird, St. Louis convict, who 
is serving a life sentence in the Mis- 
souri penitentiary for murder of 
Patrolman John H. Grogan of St. 
Louis, in a robbery, will be given a 
hearing before the State Penal 
Board here on June 5, on his appli- 
cation for a parole. Thirty-eight 


convicts will receive hearings on 
June 4 and 5, five of them from St. 
Louis and four from St. Louis 
County. 

Bird was convicted of the murder 
of Grogan, who. was shot down by 
several young robbers fleeing from 
a holdup of -the Collins Printing 
Co., 1533 Washington avenue, St. 
Louis, on July 3, 1925. Harvey 
Hammett, a salesman, also was 
killed in the robbery. <A second 
charge of murder against Bird, in 
connection with the killing of Ham- 
mett, was dismissed by the Circuit 
Attorney after Bird withdrew a mo- 
tion for a new trial for the killing 
of Grogan, and accepted a life sen- 
tence. Bird has served eights years 
and four months.

ogan, declared the Children’s 
Building, Fourteenth street and 
Clark avenue, where boys ‘and girls 
are detained for the Juvenile Court 
or for protection, is in “deplorable 
shape” for lack of janitor service. 
| Windows are unclean, toilets are 
torn up, the building is generally 
dirty and there are cockroaches 
and other vermin in the basement 
and elsewhere, the report said. The 
grand jury urged that the city as- 
sign a full-time janitor to the 
building instead of giving it the 
part-time service of a janitor from 
Coroner’s Court Building. 

For lack of funds, all inmates 
of Children’s Building do not have 
sufficient and proper clothing, the 
grand jury declared. It commend- 
ed conduct of Juvenile Court there 
by Circuit Judge Hoffmeister. 

‘Other recommendations of 
grand jury included: Better trans- 
portation facilities, a new cooking 
range and a school to train adults 
for lighter work, at Koch Hospital; 
separation of insane patients with

‘Text of President Roosevelt’ $ 
* Message to Congress 
On the War Debt Situation 


1934 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 1. — The 

text of President Roosevelt's war 
debts message sent to Congress 
follows: 
‘“In my address to the .Congress 
Jan. 3, I stated that I expected to 
report later in regard to debts owed 
the Government and people of this 
country by the Governments and 
people of other countries. re 
has been no formal communication 
on the subject from the Executive 
since President Hoover's message 
of Dec. 19, 1931. 

“The developments -are well 
known, having. been announced to 
the press as they. occurred. Cor- 
respondence with debtor govern- 
ments has been made public 
promptly and is available in the 
annual report of the Secretary of 
the Treasury. It is however, time- 
ly to review the situation. 

“Payments on. the indebtedness 
of foreign governments to the 
United States, which fell due in 


‘the fiscal year ended June 30, 1932, 


were postponed on the proposal of 
President Hoover announced June 
20, 1931, and authorized by the 
joint resolution of Congress ap- 
proved Dec. 23, 1931. Jugo-Slavia 
alone suspended payment while re- 
jecting President Hoover's offer of 
postponement, 

“In the six months of July ‘to 
December, 1932, which followed the 
end of the Hoover moratorium year, 
payments of $125,000,000 from 
twelve Governments fell due. Re- 
quests to postpone the payments 
due Dec. 15, 1932, were received 
from Great Britain, France, Bel- 
gium, Czecho-Slovakia, Estonia, 
Latvid, Lithuania and Poland. 

“The replies made on behalf of 


partment of State declined these 
requests, generally stating that it 
was not in the power of the exec- 
utive to grant them, and expressing 
a willingness to co-operate with the 
debtor Government in surveying the 
entire -situation. After such corre- 
spondents, Czecho-Slovakia, Fin- 
land, Great Britain, Italy, Latvia 
and Lithuania met their contractual 
obligations, while Belgium, Estonia, 
France and Poland made no pay- 
ment. 
Quotes British Statement. 
“In a note of Dec. 11, 1932, after 


sanction postponement of the pay- 
ment due Dec. 15, the British Gov- 
ernment, in announcing its decision 
to make payment of the amount 
due on Dec. 15, made the following 
important statement: 

“‘For reasons which have _ al- 
ready been placed on record His 
Majesty’s Government are convinced 
that the system of intergovern- 
mental payments in respect of the 
war debts as it existed prior to Mr. 
Hoover’s initiative on June 20, 1931, 
cannot be revived without disaster. 
Since it is agreed that the whole 
subject should be re-examined be- 
tween the United States and the 
United Kingdom, this fundamental 
point need net be further stressed 
here. 

*‘In the ‘sae of His Majesty’s 
Government therefore, the payment 
to be made on Dec. 15 is not to be 
regarded as a resumption of the 
annual payments contemplated by 
the existing agreement. It is made 
because there has not been time for 
discussion with regard to that 
agreement to take place and be— 
cause the United States Government 
have stated that in their opinion 
such a payment would greatly in- 
crease the prospects of a satisfac- 
tory approach to the whole ques- 
tion. 

“‘His Majesty’s Government pro- 
posed accordingly to treat the pay- 
ment on Dec. 15 as a capital pay- 
ment of which account should be 
taken in any final settlement and 
they are making arrangements to 
effect this payment in gold as be- 
ing in the circumstances the least 
prejudicial of the methods open to 
them. 

“This procedure must obviously 
be exceptional and abnormal and 
His Majesty’s Government desire to 
urge upon the United States Gov- 
ernment the importance of an early 
exchange of views with the object 
of concluding the proposed discus- 
sion before June 15 next in order 
to obviate a general breakdown of 
the existing intergovernmental 
agreements.’ 

The Reply of Stimson. 

“The Secretary of State, Mr. 
Stimson, replied to this note on the 
same day- that acceptance by the 
Secretary of the Treasury of funds 
tendered in payment of the Dec, 15 
installment cannot constitute ap- 
proval of or agreement to any con- 
dition or declaration of policy in- 
consistent with the terms of the 
agreement inasmuch as the execu- 
tive has no power to amend or to 
alter those terms either directly or 
by implied commitment. 

“No payment was made by 
France Dec. 15,1932, as the French 
Chamber of Deputies by a vote. on 
the morning of Dec. 14 refused au- 
thorization to make the payment. 

“The resolution voted by the 
French Chamber at ‘that time in- 
vited the French Government to 
convoke as soon as possible, in 
agreement with Great Britain and 
other debtors, a general conference 
for the purpose of ddjusting all in- 
ternational obligations and putting 
an end to all international trans- 
fers for which, there is no compen- 
sating transaction. 

“The resolution stated that the 
chamber, despite legal and economic 
considerations, would have author- 
ized settlement had the United 
States been willing to agree in ad- 
vance to the convening of the con- 
ference for these purposes.

“*These debts were actual loans 
made under distinct ‘understanding 
and with the intention that they 
would be repaid. 


“Tn dealing with the debts each 
Government has been and is to be 
considered individually, and - all 
dealings. with each Government are 
independent of dealings with any 
other debtor Government. In no 
case should we deal with the debtor 
Governments collectively. 

“ ‘Debt settlements made in each 
case take into consideration the 
capacity to pay of the individual 
debtor nations. 

“*"The indebtedness of the vari- 
ous European nations to our Gov- 
ernment has no relation whatso- 
ever to reparations payments made 
or owed to them.’ 

“Of the $125,000,000 due and pay- 
able Dec. 15, 1932, the Treasury 
received $98,750,000, of which $95,- 
550,000 was the British payment 
made subsequent to the above cor- 
respondence, and the other $3,000,- 
000 represented payments by five 
other debtor nations. The amounts 
due from Belgium, Estonia, France, 
Hungary and Poland which were 
not received amounted to $25,000,- 
000, of which $19,260,000 was due 
and payable by France. 

“In my statement issuei Nov. 
23, 1982, I had said: .- 

“‘T firmly believe in the princi- 
ple that an individual-debtor should 
at all times have access to- the 
creditor; that he should have op- 
portunity to lay facts and repre- 
sentations before the creditor and 
that the creditor always should 
give courteous, sympathetic and 
thoughtful consideration to such 
facets and representations. 

“*This is a rule essential to the 
preservation of the ordinary re 
lationships of life. .It is a basic 
obligation of civilization. It ap- 
plies to nations as‘ well as to indi- 
viduals. 

“The principle calls for a free 
access by the debtor to the credit- 
or. Each case should be considered 
in the light of the conditions and 
necessities peculiar to the case of 
each nation concerned.’ 

Hoover-Roosevelt Statement. 

“On Jan. 20, 1933, President Hoo- 
ver and I agreed upon the follow- 
ing statement: 

“*The British Government has 
asked for a discussion of the debts. 
The incoming administration will 
be glad to receive their representa- 
tive early in March for this pur- 
pose. It is, of course, necessary to 
discuss at the same time the world 
economic problems in which the 
United States and Great Britain 
are mutually interested and there- 
fore that representatives should 
also be sent to discuss ways and 
means for improving the world sit- 
uation.’ : 

“On March 4, 1933, the situation 
with regard to the indebtedness of 
other Governments to the United 
States was, in brief, as follows: 

“France—The French Parliament 
had refused to permit payment of

Communications were 
received from most of the debtor 
Governments asking a discussion 
of the debt question with the Unit- 
ed States Government. 

“In October, 1933, representatives 
of the British Government arrived 
in Washington and conferred for 
some weeks with representatives of 
this Government. These discus 
sions made clear the ¢xisting diffi- 
culties and the discussions were ad- 
journed. 

“The British Government then 
stated that it continued to ack- 
nowledge the debt without pre— 
judicing its right again to present 
the matter of readjustment and 
that it would express this ackndwl- 
edgement tangibly by a payment 
of $7,500,000 on Dec. 15. In an- 
nouncing this I stated that, in view

“On Dec. 15, 1933, there was due 
and payable by foreign governments 
on their debt funding agreements 


a total of about $153,000,000. The 
payments actually received were 
slightly less than $9,000,000, ineclud-

Finland Has Paid in Full. 

“At the present time Finland re- 
mains the only foreign government 
which has met all payments on its 
indebtedness to the United States 
punctually. and in full. . 

“It is a simple fact that this mat- 
ter of the repayment of debts con- 
tracted to the United States during 
and after the-World War has grave- 
ly complicated our trade and finan- 
cial relationships with the borrow- 
ing nations for many years. 

“These obligationg furnished 
vital means for the successful con-/} 
clusion of a war involved 
the national existence of the bor- 
rowers, and later for a quicker res- 
toration. of their nornial life -after 
the war ended. 

“The money loaned by the United 
States Government was in turn 
borrowed by the United States Gov- 
ernment from the people of ‘the 
United States, and our Government, 
in the absence of payment from 
foreign Governments, is compélied 
to raise the shortage by general/ 
taxation of its own people in order 
to pay off the original Liberty 
bonds and the ‘later refunding 
bonds. tT

Stevenson, 67 years old, was wide- 
ly known in St. Louis. 

A few minutes before his death 
Stevenson had been told two po- 
licemen were in his office ante- 


_ Foom to question him about his ac- 


tivity in selling shares in a “sil- 
ver pool,” and about reports that 
he had recently sold 15,000 shares 
of stock in his Canadian Explora- 
tion Syndicate. Finally a shot was 
heard. Employes who . entered 
Stevenson's office found him on the 
floor,-shot in the head. He died 
without regaining consciousness. 

So ended the eareer of a seller 
of doubtful stocks and passer of 
worthless checks who was known 
to the police of half a dozen Ameri- 
can cities. Suave, well educated 
and fond of posing as a naval of- 
ficer, his acquaintanceship was gen- 
erally limited to persons of wealth 
and social position. 


He was having tea with the 


“widow of a wealthy railroad offi- 


cial at the Park Plaza Hotel when 
he was arrested here last December. 
A day or two before, he had made 
inquiries about the possibility of 
cashing a draft on the Canadian 
Exploration Syndicate. Policemen 
who were told of his inquiry 
learned that 200 of the drafts had 
been printed in St. Louis and ques- 


- tioned Stevenson about them. 


He denied. knowledge of the 
drafts, except for the one he pro- 
posed to cash. Held more than a 
week while police of various cities 
were notified of his arrest, he was 
finally released. He was rearrest- 
ed for further questioning last Jan- 
uary, and on his release announced 
he was going to California. 

Stevenson’s career included a 20- 
month jail term in Baltimore for 
his activities in a mining stock deal

$500,000 LOSS AS FIRE 
WRECKS MONASTERY CHURCH 


Priest, Fireman and Several Spec- 
tators Hurt in Blaze at 
Union City, N. J. 

By the Associated Press. 

UNION CITY, N. J., June 1. — 
Fire wrecked the old church at 
St. Michael’s monastery yesterday 
with an estimated loss of $500,000 
but many of the church's most val- 
ued possessions, including a Blessed 
Sacrament and a supposed relic of 
the True Cross, were saved. 

Priests stripped°the altar of its 
more important treasures, among 
them véstments valued at $20,000 
and relics of the Blessed Virgin 
and St. Joseph, shortly before the 
hegvy copper dome crashed 200 feet 
into the auditorium. 

Three spectaors were injured 
slightly by flying glass a few min- 
utes later as 14 massive bells fell 
when the north turret collapsed, 
shattering valuable stained glass 
windows. Several firemen were 
treated for burns. Father Sebas- 
tian of the Passionist Fathers in 
charge of the church, suffered 
burns of the hands as he rushed 
from the building carrying some of 
the relics. 

Noted for its perpetual novena to 
St. Gabriel, St. Michael’s drew 
thousands of pilgrims every year 
from all parts of the country. 


YOUTH INDICTED AS KILLER 
OF MAN FOUND IN TANK 


Texas Officials Drop Theory That 
Victim Was Mistaken by 
Kidnapers. 

MEXIA, Tex., June 1—Fred Her- 
ring, 19-year-old farm laborer, was

Union Will Meet Tonight to Hear} 


Report and Consider Strike 
Vote. . 

Negotiations for a new wage and 
hour contract between union filling 
station employes and eight major 
oil companies were resumed today 
at Hotel Coronado. Representa- 
tives failed to reach an agreement 
last night. Members of the union 


will décide whether to take a strikes 


vote after their officers report the 
result of the negotiations at a meet- 
ing at 11:30 o’clock tonight at Elec- 
trical Workers’ Hall, Boyle and Gib- 
son avenues. 

C._W. Duncan, business agent of 
the Gasoline Service Station and 
Warehouse Employes’ Union, ‘said 
that a strike would affect about 
850 service stations in St. Louis and 
St. Louis County. The union has 
about 1700 members, he said. A 
short term agreement, reached after 
a strike of employes last autumn, 
expired last midnight, but is to re- 
main effective during negotiations. 

The union is demanding a 40- 
hour, five-day week, instead of a 
48-hour week, with reclassification 
of employes at the following in- 
creased wages: Managers, $150 a 
month: senior attendants (more 
than a yer’s service), $130; junior 
attendants (six months to a year), 
$118; beginners, $107; warehouse- 
men, $110 to $140; maintenance 
men, $160 and traveling expenses. 

The old agreement provided for 
minimum wages of $110 a month for 
managers and $90 for attendants.

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State Insurance Superin- 
tendent’s Plan for Rehab- 
ilitation of Concern Ap- 
proved by Judge Ryan. 


The Continental Life Insurance 
Co., one of Ed Mays’ business ven- 
tures, which was turned over to the 
State Insurance Department by 
Circuit Judge Ryan last Friday, is 
being operated by Superintendent 
of Insurance O'Malley under his 
rehabilitation plan approved -by 
Judge Ryan yesterday. 

O’Malley’s plan was presented af- 
ter Judge Ryan had found the com- 
pany insolvent, but refrained from 
issuing a dissolution order, as had 
been requested by the Insurance 
Department, stating that O’Malley 
might proceed under new statutes 
giving him authority to dissolve the 
company or operate and rehabill- 
tate it. 

O’Malley told the Court yesterday 
that rehabilitation of the company 
to remove the conditions which had 
made the litigation necessary 
would be in the best interest of 
policyholders, creditors and others 
interested in the company’s assets. 
In his opinion deciding the litiga- 
tion in favor of the Insurance De- 
partment, Judge Ryan described 
Mays’ management as “calculated, 
although not intended, to bring. his 
company down with a crash.” 

Some Payments Limited. 

The Insurance Superintendent’s 
plan is for payment of death claims 
in full, but restriction of payments 
under other types of policies in or- 
der to preserve assets. Claims un- 
der endowment contracts maturing 
by lapse of time are to receive 50 
per cent payment, the remainder to 
be deferred subject to Court order 
and without interest. 

During the period of rehabilita- 
tion, O’Malley will continue in force 
all outstanding. policies under con- 
ditions approved by the Court. He 
is not required, however, to issue 
new policies except provided in the 
court order. He is authorized to 
reinstate policies entitled to rein- 
statement at the time of Judge 
Ryan’s Decisfon. 

He has authority to pay out only 
one-third of demand funds left on 
deposit with the company at inter- 
est and has a 60-day period to make 
the payments. Payment of the re- 
maining two-thirds is subject to 
Court order. 

Policy loans-are to be made only 
for payment of premiums or inter- 
est on policies. Cash surrender 
values are to be paid only where 
the application was made before 
last Jan. 3, when the Insurance De- 
partment’s suit was filed. Applica- 
tions for extended or paid-up in- 
surance will be received. 
ceived. 

Says It Is in Creditors’ Interest. 

O’Malley has authority to receive 
premiums and other income and 
incur necessary items of expense. 

The order enabling him to con- 
tinue the company’s business under 
the restrictions was issued after 
brief testimony by C. J. Klitgaard, 
general agent of the company for 
Northern California arid Nevada, 
that the rehabilitation plan would 
be beneficial to agents and cred- 
itors. He said it would enable him 
to save a large part of the com- 
pany’s business in his territory. 

The company has assets of about 
$16,000,000, total insurance of near- 
ly $100,000,000 and about 45,000 pol- 
icyholders. 

A motion for the rehabilitation 
order was presented by A. A. Ridge 
and Frank P. Aschemeyer, of coun-

vides for a new appraisal and valu- 
ation of the assets.

Hot Asparagus Ring. 

Two bunches asparagus tips. 

Two tablespoons butter, = 

Three tablespoons flour. 

One cup milk. 

Four egg yolks. 

Four egg whites. 

Salt and pepper. 


Cut cleaned asparagus into 1-inch 
lengths. Make a white sauce of 
the butter, flour, seasonings . and 
milk.. Pour the hot sauce over the 
beaten egg yolks.

Occasional Jellying Demands 
Adequate Supplies 
‘of Each. 


Two items head many lists when 
women start out to. market these 


days—sugar and fruit pectin. 

With the preserving and jellying 
season on, it’s important that lib- 
eral supplies of both are on the 
pantry shelf, for who knows when 
there may be a chance to get a 
few boxes of berries or fruit cheap, 
and then into the kettle they go! 

For the old fashion of taking a 
day off for jellying is gone, and 
the thoughtful woman spreads it 
over many days now, putting up a 
few glasses or jars as occasion 
arises. 

It’s both easier and cheaper that 
way. Then jellying is a far differ- 
ent thing than it was in grand- 
mother’s day, when even the best 
recipes disappointed now and then 
and failed to “jell.” 

With fruit pectin, success is as- 
sured, and it’s a much _ shorter 
process, too. 

So keep sugar and pectin on 
your list. And don’t forget pow- 
dered sugar, too, for berries and 
fruit when served fresh for des- 
sert.

State Supervisor Considering 
Legality of Issuance to 
Certain Villages. 


‘State Liquor Supervisor Becker is 
considering whether it will be legal 
to issue licenses for sale of liquor 
by the drink in two recently formed 
St. Louis County villages, under 
the terms of the State liquor law. 


_The law prohibits such sales in 
towns of less than 500 population, 
authorizes it outright in towns of 
more than 20,000, and provides for 
local option elections on the ques- 
tion in towns between 500 and 20,- 
000. It specifies that population is 
to be determined by “the last Fed- 
eral census.” The last Federal cen- 
sus was taken in 1930. 

There are five villages in . the 
county incorporated since 1930 — 
Affton, Des Peres, Beverly Hilis, 
Ellisville and Olivette. Local option 
election have been held in Affton 
and Des Peres. The vote to per- 
mit liquor sales was 53 to 0 in Aff- 
ton, April 21. It was 116 to 0 in 
Des Peres, May 22. 

At Affton, it was said at the of- 
fice of George A. Weber, one of the 
village trustees, the population was 
estimated at about 1200, based on 
the registration of voters and the 
school enumeration. A census made 
in behalf of Des Peres recently 
placed its population at 576. George 
F. Deutschmann, chairman of the 
trustees, said this was based on a 
door-to-door canvass. 

The question of permitting liquor 
sales in the towns incorporated 
since 1930 has not come before Su- 
pervisor Becker officially yet. It 
will arise when application is made 
for a license by some prospective 
liquor dealer.

FNANCIER'S NEIGHBOR | 
HELD AS EXTORTIONIST 


Accused of Threatening F. S; 
Markham at Altadena, Cal., 
to Get $22,000.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., June 1.— 
Frank E. Sutton, 48-year-old min- 
ing engineer, was under arrest 
here today on a Federal grand jury 
indictment in connection with an 
alleged extortion plot directed 
against Fred S. Markham, finan- 
cier of Altadena, Cal. 

The indictment, returned secret- 
ly a week ago, charged violation of 
the Lindbergh kidnaping law, and 
was based on a letter delivered to 
Markham more than a year ago de- 
manding $22,000 in cash on threat 
of injury to him or his family. 
Markham is the son of a former 


Illinois Central Railroad presi- 
dent. 
Sutton, a former ‘Tecumseh, 


was arrested last 
night, but announcement of his ar- 
rest was withheld until — by 
Federal agents. 

After Markham received the let- 
ter, postmarked in Phsadena, Cal., 
and dated March 31, 1933, he noti- 
fied the sheriff's office and a trap 
was set according to directions in 
the letter. It .was in the form of 
a package and was attached to a 
gopher trap, the package contain- 
ing nothing but paper., 

Investigators said Sutton was 
raking up leaves on his property, 
which he acquired when he moved 
here from Michigan in September, 
1932, and which adjoins Markham’s 
estate, when his rake caught on 
the package. 

Sutton picked up the trap and 


delivered it to the sheriff's substa-

tion in Altadena, explaining what 
had happened. After ‘being ques- 
tioned, he was released. 

Subsequently Markham employed 
private detectives and it was their 
investigation, in co-ordination with 
Justice agents, 
which led to Sutton’s arrest. 

Sutton denied any part in the 
plot and expressed amazement at 
the charges. He was examined for 
several’ hours and later taken to 
the county jail. 

After delivery of the extortion 
note, Markham and his family 
moved to Texas, remaining in se- 
clusion there until recently when 
he returned to his Altadena estate. 

Following their

Officers said microscopic exami- 
nation of the letter led to certain 
findings. “We put two and two to- 
gether,” they said, “and began an 
investigation which finally led to 
Sutton’s arrest last night.” 

The exact nature of the evidence 
obtained, bringing about the grand 
jury indictment; was kept secret 
by the detectives and Federal 
agents. 

Sutton was said to be a former 
army officer and was engaged.in a 
number of industrial enterprises in 
the East. He has a wife and three 
children.

MGR. P. P. GRANE 
MADE PROTHONOTARY 


Pastor -Is First in St. Loufs 
Archdiocese to Receive This 
Appointment. 


Mgr. P. P. Crane, pastor of the 
Church of the Holy Name and vicar 
general of the St. Louis archdiocese, 
has been appointed Prothonotary 
Apostolic by Pope Pius XI, accord- 


ing to an announcement by Arch- 
bishop Glennon. 

A Prothonotary Apostolic ranks 
just below a bishop in the Catho- 
lic hierarchy. The title has never 
before been conferred in the St. 
Louis archdiocese. The appoint- 
ment gives Mgr. Crane the right to 
wear the miter, the pectoral cross 
and ring when he is celebrant of a 
solemn mass and to affix to his 
name the initials “P. A.” 

In the middle ages prothonotaries 
were high officials of the church, 
and often were raised directly to 
the cardinalate. Teir prestige 
waned at the time of the French 
revolution, but early in the nine- 
teenth century the College of Pro- 
thonotaries was re-established by 
Pope Gregory XVI. 

In 1905 Pope Pius X divided the 
into four groups, 
two of which reside in Rome. Mer. 
Crane becomes a member of the 
third group. There is a fourth 
group, members of which are not 
members of the papal household 
and are not always appointed by 
the Pope,

He accompanied the assertion 
with a new attack on NRA’s crit- 
es, notably Ogden Mills, whom he 
allied “the mouthpiece of a crew of 
pation-wreckers,” and an unnamed 
pposition Senator “who recently 
dvertised himself as a connoisseur 
of rotten eggs.” 
The address was made at a meet- 
ing of the National Catholic Alumni 


Federation, but Johnson’s words 
were carried over the country by 
radio. 

Not only coded industry, said 


Johnson, but also labor would not 
“sive up its rights under the Re- 
covery Act.” 

“Who, then, complains? Here and 
there some employer who wants to 
take the labor of other men for 
ss than enough to provide them 
a living. But, most emphatically 
and constantly, politicians who are 
s callous to human rights and as- 
pirations that, for the sake of their 
‘own possible selfish advantage in 
the forthcoming elections, they are 
Willing to deceive the public about 
the greatest social advance of mod- 
em times.’ 

Greatest Wreckage Since Carthage. 
He said Mills recently charged 
NRA with — to “regiment” 
American try, and asserted no 
NRA code exis ted that was not pro- 
posed by the industry it governed. 
“American industry may be seek- 
ing to regiment itself, or to reor- 
fanize itself, or to reconstruct it- 
yarii, but it certainly does not lie 
his mouth to criticise it,” he 
paid.

Argues Weirton Steel 


Must Also Accept 


Co. Accepted Benetits

WASHINGTON, June 1.—In its 
brief in the Weirton Steel Co. cas- 
the Government contended, among 
other things, that since the steci 
company had applied for approval 
of the steel code under the Rerov- 
ery-Act and had obtained the benc- 
fits arising from such approval, it 
was debarred from attacking the 
constitutionality of the code prov’‘- 
sions, 

“It is a well settled rule in the 
Federal courts,” said the brief on 
this point, “that one who has him- 
self voluntarily invoked a statute 
or who has received the benefits 
flowing from a statute is estopped 
later to assert its unconstitutional- 
ity. ”? 

The brief then cited several ‘Su- 
preme Court decisions in support 
of this argument. One of these was 
Daniels v. Tearney, 102 U. S. 415, a 
suit on a bond given under a :tat- 
ute which permitted a debtor to 
obtain a stay of execution by giving 
a bond for the payment of the det. 
In rejecting the defendant's aitack 
on the constitutionality of this 
statute, the Supreme Court said, as 
quoted in the Government’s Weii- 
ton brief: “Where a party nas 
availed himself for his benefit of. 
an unconstitutional law, he cannot, 
in a subsequent litigation with oth- 
ers not in that position, aver its un- 
constitutionality as a defense.” ‘Se 
Supreme Court said that-in such 
cases “The principle of estoppel ap- 
plies with full force and — ve 
effect.” 

Denies Right to Attack i 

After citing four other Supreme 
Court opinions of the same nature 
the Government’s brief continued: 

“We submit that the Weirton 
Steel Co. is estopped to assert tne 
unconstitutionality of Section 7A, 
first, because it voluntarily invoked 
the Recovery Act by promoting the 
submission to the President of a 
code of fair competition for the 
iron and steel] industry, and, sec- 
ond, because it has received tha 
benefits conferred by the act and 
by the code upon the members of 
this industry. Let us first consider 
the defendant did invoke this act 
and whether it did so voluntarily. 


“Section 3A of the Recovery Act 
provides that the President may, 
upon the application to him hy a 
trade or industrial association or 
group, approve a code of fair com- 
petition for the trade or industry 
represented by the applicant, if the 
President finds, inter alia, that such 
association or group is truly repre- 
sentative of such trade or indus- 
try. Section 3A, therefore, becomes 
operative, and all the statutory pro- 
visions applicable to approved codes 
go into effect, only when the 
requisite number of members of an 
industry, speaking as a group or 
association, invoke the law. 

“The sworn bill of complaint 
avers that the code of fair competi- 
tion for: the iron and steel indus- 
try, which the President approved 
on Aug. 19, 1933, was proposed "by 
the American Iron and Steel Insti- 
tute; that the defendant is a mem- 
ber of this Institute; that the Code 
Authority established by the code 
is the Institute’s board of directors; 
that Mr. Weir, the chairman of de- 
fendant’s board of directors, is a 
director of the Institute and as 
such was a proponent of the code 
and promoted and actively particl- 
pated in its formulation; that on 
July 14, 1933, the defendant, desir- 
ing to become a member of the 
code and to procure the benefits 
thereof, executed an agreement in 
which it stated that it ‘hereby as- 
sents to all of the provisions of said 
code.’ None of these averments are 
in any way contradicted by defend- 
ant’s affidavits and for the pur- 
poses of this motion they must~be 
taken as conclusive. 

Voluntary Participation. 

“The fact that the Recovery Act 
requires joint action by various 
members of an industry in order to 
submit a code which the President 
may approve, in’ no way changes 
the fact that when the defendant 


* 


cure approval of a code for the 
iron and steel industry, this partict- 
pation was defendant’s own indi- 
vidual act. So far as the defendant 
individually is concerned, the legal 
éffect is the same as if the defend- 
ant alone had invoked the statute. 

“The defendant was under no 
compulsion to promote-the code. It 
would have forfeited no rights if it 
had remained neutral or antagonis- 
tic. And it is immaterial in the 
present connection that the code 
might have been adopted, and de- 
fendant made subject to it, without 
the defendant’s consent. This is not 
what happened. The defendant did 
give its consent and did, by becom- 
ing a proponent of the code, aid in 
| bringing itself and the other mem- 
bers of the industry under the Re- 
covery Act. The defendant did, 
both in fact and in legal contem- 
plation, invoke the law and obtain 
rights under it. The defendant is 
therefore estopped to assail its con- 
stitutionality. 

“The defendant's election to come 
under the act was also voluntary. 
It is true that section 3D provides 
that, upon the President’s own mo- 
tion, or if complaint is made to him 
that abuses inimical to the public 
interest and contrary to the policy 


lof the act are prevalent in any in- 


dustry, and if no code therefor has 
theretofore been approved by the 
President, he may prescribe a code 
of fair competition for such indus- 
try, which shall have the same ef- 
fect as a code approved under sec- 
tion 3A. The mere possibility that 
defendant might be brought within 
the act without the consent of a 
representative part of the industry 
did not compel the defendant and 
others of the industry to take ac- 
tion to forestall that possibility. 


“No Element of Duress.”’ 


“Whether the President would or 
would not prescribe a code for the 
iron and steel industry under the 
‘provisions of section 3D was purely 
speculative. It can properly be 
termed a very remote possibility, 
since from the time the act was 
approved on June 16, 1933, up to 
the present, no code has been pre- 
scribed under section 3D. The de- 
fendants election to bring itself 
within the act.was therefore volun- 
tary. 

“There is also no element of du- 
ress, because the act makes it man- 
datory to include the provisions of 
section 7A in every code approved 
under section 3A. One who volun- 
tarily brings himself within the 
terms of a statute necessarily ac- 
cepts the burdens with the benefits. 
He may either accept neither or he 
may accept both. If he chooses to 
come under the statute, his choice 
is in relation to all of its pfovisions. 

“Defendant is also estopped to 
deny the-constitutionality of sec- 
tion 7A because the defendant re- 
ceived benefits flowing to it from 
the Recovery Act as a consequence 
of the President’s approval of the 
code for the iron and steel industry. 

Exempt From Anti-Trust Law. 

“Under sectidn 5 of the act, any 
action complying withthe provi- 
sions of any approved code is ex- 
empt from the anti-trust law of the 
United States.

GENEVA, June 1.—The, Council 
of ithe League of Nations decided 
today to accept Bolivia’s appeal for 
arbitration of the Chaco war, in- 
stead of mediation. Paraguay had 
announced that it had no objection 
to procedure under article 15 of the 
League covenant. 

Article 15 authorizes the Council 


to make recommendations for . a 

settlement of the war without a 

vote of the warring nations. 
Procedure under this article, it

As one Cuban leader phrased it in 1901, 
this was “equivalent to delivering up the key of our 
house, so that they can enter it at all hours, when 
the desire takes them, day or night, with intentions 
good or ill.” In the 33-years since then, Cuban pro- 
tests have continued and have been joined by wide 
spread sentiment in the United States in favor of let- 
ting Cuba walk alone. 

It is true, of course, that this country’s motive was 
the safeguarding of the young Republic through its 
early struggles. Yet it gave Cuba the status, not of 
a free agent, but of a “protected independent state,” 
a designation applied in a confidential State Depart- 
ment memorandum in 1919. Secretary Root, who 
drafted the provision, stated it would be applied only 
in case of anarchy or threatened foreign invasion, 
but all succeeding administrations have not inter- 
preted it in this manner. “American troops have 
been landed in Cuba on four occasions, and a civil 
occupation took place in 1921. The era of one occu- 
pation, 1906-09, a Cuban historian has called “the 
most disastrous in the island’s history.” 

In thus attempting to underwrite Cuban inde- 
pendence, the United States has placed an obstacle in 
the road of political development there. The treaty 
terms heralded doubt as to Cuba’s capacity for self- 
government, and provided an excuse for an official 
lack of responsibility. They have inspired revolution- 
ary attempts, in the hope of winning American in- 
tervention, and long prevented a movement against 
the tyrannous Machado, who was in good standing 
at Washington. In the recent troubles, both sides 
called-for our intervention, as did. various voices 
in the United States, and the administration faced a 
delicate situation in avoiding armed action. Leland 
Jenks, in “Our Cuban Colony,” his book on the two 
countries’ relations, thus sums up the case: “The 
right of the United States to intervene has abetted 
the very conditions it was intended to prevent.” 

As the Post-Dispatch said, last Aug. 10, of our rela- 
tions with the Latin American countries: 

It is by acceptance of full responsibility that 
these nations become law-abiding. Like the in- 
dividual, they cannot build character except by 
walking alone. They must be free and independ- 
ent political units, if they are to be become a 
part of civilization. Every attempt we have made 
to thrust civilization upon them, or to “civilize 
them with a Krag,” has been unfortunate. We 

have wasted their time, and we have misdirect- 
ed our own well-meaning efforts. The United 

States should advise Cuba that she can delete 

the Platt amendment from her Constitution. 


The days of dollar diplomacy are drawing to a 
close. Our forces have been withdrawn from Nica- 
ragua, and will soon be leaving Haiti. The Philip- 
pines have been granted terms of ultimate inde- 
pendence, The imperialistic venture, particularly in 
Latin America, has been a sorry one, and has brought 
discredit upon our country.

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A GERMAN ON DICTATORSHIPS. 

“Dictatorships,”. declares an eminent German, 
“last usually only a short while.” This might be a 
subterranean rumble from one of the anti-Nazi par- 
ties, long since driven underground. Or it might be 
the whispered confidence of a concentration camp 
guest. It is neither of these, however. The -speaker 
is Franz von Papen, Vice-Chancellor of the Third 
Reich. Nor is this august functionary suddenly turn- 
ing libertarian, or ending his allegiance to Hitler. 
He is talking about quite another subject—the iniq- 
uities of the tyrannous Saar Basin government, as 
administered by the League of Nations’ representa: 
tive, Col. G. G. Knox of England. 

Even if he is talking about somebody else’s dic- 
tatorship, and even though his remarks are made to 
foreign correspondents, we fear Col. von Papen is 
skating on thin ice, If his philosophical view leaked 
out, it might put dangerous ideas in ‘the heads of 
the people. So the Vice-Chancellor may expect a 
word of caution from authorities more firmly con- 
vinced than he about the merits, infallfbility and per- 
manence of dictatorships in general.

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THE NEW STEEL CODE. 

The revisions which the administration has effected 
in the steel code make a substantial concession to the 
critics of the monopoly pri¢e provisions which that 
+ document has contained, and it illustrates the virtue 
of patience. The new code is not perfect, but it is a 
great improvement upon the old one. 

The former power of the code authority to set 
aside “unfair” prices and fix a “fair base price” , is 
removed; the new code contains no minimum price 
requirements; the basing-point system is modified to 
the extent of, adding several new basing points; goods 
hauled by truck or boat need no longer be sold at 
prices which cover transportation by rail. The open- 
price reporting system is modified to allow manu- 
facturers to meet lower prices filed by competitors 
without giving 10 days’ notice. Mills, finally, ‘may 
be permitted by the code authority and the admin- 
istration to make sales below base prices or delivered 
prices. 

These changes involve a virtual admission of the 
monopolistic character of the provisions concerned. 
They are important; but they do not rid the code of 
the taint of monopoly. It still retains the open-price 
reporting plan. It still requires the quotation of 
prices on the basing-point principle. 

This practice, long followed in the industry, is to 
be studied by the NRA and the Trade Commission 
for another six months and then reconsidered. That 
the President is dissatisfied with it is evident when 
he speaks of “the desirability of working toward the 
end of having prices quoted on the basis of areas of 
production and the eventual elimination of artificial 
transportation charges in price quotations.” 

His conviction is, obviously, that the Darrow com- 
mittee, the Trade Cemmission and the Consumers’ 
Board were right and the NRA wrong on the basing- 
point issue. His present decision is admittedly a 
temporary compromise. Modifications of an even 
more drastic character may follow. 
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price provisions of the code is the Administrator's 
admission that the right to collective bargaining has 
not been effectively provided to workers in steel. The 
President’s promise of further Government-super- 
vised elections in the mills, following, as it does, the 
Government’s defeat in the Weir case, still leaves the 
question of representation pretty much up in the air. 

The belligerent attitude of the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation of Iron, Steehand Tin Workers makes it clear 
that we have not yet heard the last of steel. Labor is 
highly dissatisfied with the new code, and it has 
won from Gen. Johnson a promise to reopen it for 
still further revision. 
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ON THE WHOLE. 

A word for the lexicographer. We wouldn't go so 
far as to say he is an indispensable gadget. Yet a sit- 
uation may arise when he is a pretty precious piece 
of bric-a-brac; almost as valuable as the chap who, 
in the pinch, steps up to the plate and whams the 
ball over the fence. 

You think we’re rhapsodizing, perhaps. Well, ask 
the Literary Digest. As everyone knows, that period- 
ical is conducting a New Deal poll. This is how the 
ballot reads: 

Do you approve on the whole the acts and 
policies of Roosevelt’s first year? 

Simple language, isn’t it? Good old homespun 
speech: No frills there. Never a furbelow. But Mr. and 
Mrs. Fussy, bless their troubled hearts, are with us 
always. That phrase, “on the whole,” is to them a 
delusion and a snare. What does it mean? What 
does it imply? If one votes Yes, how far does he 
commit himself? Those questions have been asked, 
querulously, accusingly, in various degrees Of com- 
plaint. How may they be answered? 

Right héere is where the lexicographer does his 
stuff. The Digest insists it has on its staff “Amer- 
ca’s foremost lexicographer.” Rather a broad claim, 
we should think. Smacks of braggadocio. Tilts the 
ego at a cocky angle. But, waiving all that, this man 
of the hour, if we may so present him, leaps into 
the breach. He cites authorities. He submits his- 
torical usage. He serves a heaping dish of docu- 
mented knowledge. He shows that “on the whole” 
is a respectable and venerable idiom; that it has 
been in the best of society since Shakespeare made 
nouns, verbs and adjectives outdo themselves; that 
it means “in general,” or “for the most part,” or 
“taking everything: into consideration,” and that it 
has nothing concealed up its sleeve. 

So it is well, Wwe surmise, to have a lexicographer 
in the family, or where you can put your hand on 
him when you need him. ; 
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" BRITISH JUSTICE. 

If British justice and law enforcement needed a 
testimonial, which they do not, the episode of the 
man who shot and wounded a policeman would sup- 
ply it. Such an offense is not uncommon in the 
United States, and seldom brings more than routine 
action by the authorities, though they are usually 
stirred to drastic steps when a policemen is killed in 


} line of duty. But the English countryside where this 


week's crime occurred turned out en masse, it seems, 
in seeking the officer’s assailant. Armed policemen 
were reinforced by searchers using airplanes, motor 
cycles, automobiles and bicycles. Tracked down by 
bloodhounds after a 48-hour hunt, the fugitive used 
his last bullet to end his life, since the future offered 
for him no means of escape by the legal delays and 
loopholes which so often make justice a mockery in 
our country, 

The British system is ironclad. Both the law-abid- 
ing public and the crimihal gentry know it. One of 
its results.was England’s record of murders last year 
—only 21, of which 20 were solved. It is a record 
that puts our country to shame. A recent commen- 
tary on British justice by a French writer, Andre 
Maurois, in his “A Private Universe,” is in point. 
He gives this sage advice: 

Don't commit murder in England. Before a 

French jury, given some imaginatioh, a romantic 
~ mien and a good counsel, you can fairly easily 
save your neck. But those 12 Englishmen will 
listen to your talk of sentimental suffering with 
indigna and will oe you hanged by the 
neck until you are dead. 

Be careful; steer clear of ‘their law courts, The 
Judges are terrible, and the cross-examinations of 
their barristers are of such. devilish ingenuity 
that you will confess to having stolen the Nelson 
Monument to get clear of that hail of questions. 

Remember that respect for the law is greater 
there than elsewhere. “Keep Off the Grass” in

publican party has found an issue on 

which it can unite. In fact, there are 
many signs which indicate that the schism 
which rent it in 1912, was healed in_1920, 
and broke out again in 1932, is deeper than 
ever. 

In Pennsylvania, which was one of the 
six states carried by the Republicans against 
Roosevelt, a Republican, Gov. Pinchot, run: 
ning as a supporter of Roosevelt, polled 
about 45 per cent of the votes in the Repub- 
lican primary. In New York, the Republic- 
an State chairman is openly opposed to at- 
tacking the national administration. The 
Western Republicans are, of course, as in- 
surgent as ever, and what seems to have 
happened is that their insurgency has per- 
vaded the East. 

Franklin Roosevelt seems to have pro- 
duced about the same sort of division in the 
Republican party as did Theodore Roosevelt. 

That the Republican party should find 
itself divided, without an issue and with no 
leaders whom the whole party trusts, is not 
astonishing. It is in precisely the position, 
of the Democratic party after the disastrous 
defeat of 1920. Our national parties are 
really loose federations of sectional parties, 
and they achieve unity while they are vic- 
torious. When they are defeated, they fail 
apart and quarrel, and they come together 
again only when the prospect of national 
victory is great enough to overcome the 
necessities of local politics. 

Thus, Franklin Roosevelt united the war- 
ring Democrats in 1932. Neither he “nuz 
anyone else was able to do it in 1924 or 1928 
The Republicans today are in the position 
the Democrats were in when they had to 
face the popularity of Calvin Coolidge. They 
do not know where to attack, so, like the 
Democrats at Madison.

The attack on the Roosevelt administra- 
tion, which is being formulated by men. ‘ike 
Mr. Millis, Col. Roosevelt and Senator Reed, 
undoubtedly tends to crystallize conservative 
Republican sentiment, particularly in the 
East, und to serve as a rallying point for 
some discontent.

litical campaigning of that sort is like try- 
ing to swim up Niagara. 

The trouble with this attempt to create 
an issue is that the attack is on much too 
wide a front. The Roosevelt policies are un- 
doubtedly vulnerable at some important 
points, but they are not vulnerable all along 
the line. There must be some of them that 
have done good, and the sensible thing for 
an opposition to do is to admit, indorse and 
even embrace the good things so as to re- 
move them from partisan debate, and to iso- 
late the issues where there is a real case 
to be made, 

* + * 

My own guess is that the thing which 
prevents the Republicans from getting into 
an effective position is that their best lead- 
ers do not really disapprove of certain of 
the Roosevelt policies, and do not dare pub- 
licly to approve them. 

Thus, for example, they feel bound to take 
the position publicly that it was wrong to 
leave, the gold standard and wrong to re- 
value the dollar. They’ feel they must be 
loyal to the tradition of 1896. But at the 
same time, they are stumped when they are 
asked to explain why a measure which is 
now perfectly respectable in England, Uan- 
ada, Australia, Scandinavia, and accepted 
by conservative opinion as necessary to re- 
covery in all these countries, was bad here. 
It is especially difficult to deal with this 
point when, by all appearances, revaluation 
has worked here as it has worked elsewhere. 

Yet, unless one takes the monetary poli- 
cies as the chief cause of recovery, how ef- 
fectively can one attack the regimentation? 
It is one thing or the other. Hither a coun- 
try expands to get out of the depression or 
it contracts, deflates and regiments. There 
is the English and Canadian way, or there 
is the Italian and German way. But to have 
no policy, to be against expansion and also 
against regimentation, does’ not really make 
sense. 

Moreover, it makes a poor campaign argn- 
ment. For it prevents the opposition from 


attacking, the administration at its very 


weakest point, whith is that it is using two 
contradictory policies, the expansionist and 
the regimenting, and letting the one inter- 
fere with the other.

ROCKY MOUNTAIN AREA 
70 BE KEPT PRIMITIVE 


Forest Service. Takes Over 
Preservation of 240,000 
Acres in Montana.

GREAT FALLS, Mont., June 1— 
A gift to future generations, 240,000 
acres of scenic grandeur amid the 
Rocky Mountains of Northwestern 
Montana, are to be preserved in 
their virgin state as a primitive 


area. 

The region is to be perpetuated 
by the National Forest Service with- 
out settlements, residences, ranches 
or roads, and will afford rugged 
mountain country for exploration 
almost as wild as when crossed and 
recrossed by Flathead, Blackfeet 
and Nez Perce warriors before the 
advent of the whtie man in the 
Treasure State. 

Situated in the Lewis & Clark 
National Forest, almost entirely 
along the Sun River, a tributary of 
the Missouri, the area is 35 miles 
long and 15 wide. ‘Its eastern ex- 
tremity is 75 miles west of Great 
Falls, and about the same distance 
northwest of Helena. Its northern 
tip is a brief drive from Glacier 
National Park. 

The entire region is said by many 
ranger naturalists to be unsur- 
passed in the variety of attractions 
it offers the sportsman, nature lov- 
er, students of Indian lore and those 
seeking recreation, who, however, 
must abandon their motor cars for 
trafis to view its magnificence. 


Within its confines are the fa- 
mous Sun River elk herd of more 
than 3000; stupendous limestone 
peaks, reefs and precipices and the 
“Chinese” wall, The last-named, a 
freak of nature, has a sheer drop of 
more than 1000 feet, and extends 
for 15 miles with only one place 
where it may be crossed. 


' Visible upon scattered sections of 
the Hmestone cliffs and crags, on 
which ancient Indian hieroglyphics 
are carved, are mountain sheep and 
gotas. Throughout the area are 
honeycombs of big-game trails. 

Maj. Evan Kelley, Montana re- 
gional forester,- summarized the 
State’s gratification in the preser- 
vation plan when he said: 

“The Sun River area is still so 
unspoiled by. the advance of civiliza- 
tion, and offers so many natural at- 
tractions, that it will be adminis- 
tered by the Forest Service in:such 
a manner that Eastern as well as 
local people may enjoy conditions 
as near primitive as it is possible 
to keep them.”

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DEFECTS IN HUGE CAST) 
FOR TELESCOPE MIRROR 


May Be Cheaper Than 
Salvaging First.

CORNING, N. Y., June 1. — The 
200-inch telescopic mirror, largest | 
ever made, can be salvaged despite 
the damage during the pouring of 
the disc March 25, the Corning 
Glass Works announced after an 
inspection yesterday. Whether an 
attempt will be made to grind out 
imperfections caused by a disinteg- 
ration of parts of the mold, or a 
new mirror will be cast depends on 
the sponsors of the project. 

Under an annealing process the 
mirror has cooled until scientists 
and officials of the glass company 
were able to touch it. When it was 
rolied into the annealer more than 
two months ago, the temperature 


of the annealer was 1800 dogrees. 


Wednesday it was 120 degrees. 
Work on New Mold. 

The Corning company has begun 
building a new mold in event an- 
other mirror is cast. 

After the inspection, Dr. Arthur 
L. Day, director of the geographical 
laboratory of the Carnegie Insti- 
tute, Washington, and vite-presi- 
dent of the Corning Glass Works, 
reported to Dr. George Ellery Hale, 
trustee of the California Institute 
of Technology, for whom the disc is 
being made. 

He said the technical character- 
istics of the 200-inch disc were grat- 
ifying. Accelerated cooling had 
made possible the preliminary in- 
spection. But, he added, this was 
“not to be confused with the pre- 
cision annealing of 11 months, nec- 
essary to insure complete freedom 
from strain. 

“This in any case would be re- 
quired,” he said. “The casting of a 
new disc, based on the experience 
acquired, would be balanced against 
the economic question presented by 
the present disc, which bore evi- 
dence of the ceramic material em- 
bedded in the surface and which 
was caused by some of the cores 
floating away.” In the casting 
some of the cores of the mold dis- 
integrated under the. terrific heat. 

Larger Casts Possible. 

Dr. J. C. Hostetter, director of 
research at the glass works, and 
one of the designers of the mirror, 
said the quality of the glass after 
two months proved that even larger 
astronomical mirrors could be 
made. 

The costs of recasting the disc 
and drilling out the imperfections 
will be compared and will deter- 
mine future action, it was said. 


RONALD FINNEY AGAIN GETS 
SENTENCE OF 31 TO 635 YEARS 


Despite Power, Court Refuses to 
e Part of Terms 
Concurrent.

TOPEKA, Kan., June 1.—Ronald 


Finney, former bond broker and 
central figure in the million dollar 
Kansas bogus bond scandal, was 
re-sentenced today to 31 to 635 years 
in the State penitentiary by District 
vudge Paul H. Heinz. 

Judge Heinz repeated the sentence 
he imposed last December after 
Finney had pleaded guilty to 31 
counts. On 30 counts the sentence 
is 1 to 21 years and on the thirty- 
first one to five years, all to run 
consecutively. The case had been 
returned by the Supreme Court 
which stated that Judge Heinz, con- 
trary to his belief when the first 
sentence was imposed, had the au- 
thority to make sentences on some 
of the counts run concurrent with 
others if he so desired. 

Finney was taken to the State 
penitentiary at Lansing today. He 
asserted that Judge Heinz had 
“gone back on his agreement to 
sentence mé@ to 15 years.” Judge 
Heinz repeated there had been no 
such agreement to whichahe was a 
party at the time Finney pleaded 
guilty and said he was not bound 
by any agreement between attor- 
neys.
